* How much of the city should be included in the bond 
distsict- and where new trunk lines should be placed are 
two“yery vital questions that the council must settle to the 
satistaction of the community if it hopes to have the bond 
issug_succeed. Councilmen were unanimous that more time 
is mfeeded to determine the extent of the district and calld 
on. dhe planning commission to dig deeper into population 
trexigis in order to have a more accurate idea of just where 
addtional trunk lines will be needed in the future. 


. «This is a very important matter for the community and 
alf Yoters should make every effort to avail themselves of 
all ¢he’ information possible. This newspaper has always 
made every effort to present local public issues as complete- 
ly*as possible, giving both sides of any controversial issue. 
But readers should go even further than that. Undoubtedly 
the matter will be up for future discussions before the coun- 
cil and every resident of Upland should make every effort to 
attend at least one of the sessions. A short talk with a 
councilman or the city manager would probably help in 
cléaring up any points that might be a little confusing.

’ The election, of course, is only one of the many reasons 
fox the uncertain future but it is an important one.

35 years has placed a Westerner 
on the ticket, but only once has 
the new party captured a state 
delegation from that area.

Senator Glen Taylor of Idaho 
has been considering the second 
spot on the Henry Wallace ticket. 
His state gave Lemke 7,684 votes 
out of about 200,000 cast. It gave 
the Bull Moosers 25,527 to approx- 
imately 34,000 for the Democrais 
and 33,000 for the Republicans. 
But 54,160 Idoha voters supported 
the Lafollete-Wheeler ticket, 
against 69,879 for the Republicans 
and only 24,256 for the Democrats.

YET AMERICANS SEEM SO GLOOMY AND 
VOCALLY DESPAIRING OF THE FUTURE

NEW YORK (#) — Adam 
was convinced he was born in 
the most troubled period of the 
world’s history. 

Every man since then has 
had the same idea, and each 
generation is dolefully certain 
it has been afflicted with the 
greatest woes since the sun 
first shone upon the waters and 
outlined land. 

The present world era of nor- 
mal confusion offers no excep- 
tion. We are sure we are mis- 
fortune’s darling of the ages, 
and that no race was ever more 
flattered by disaster, actual or 
potential. 

Many people met the advent 
of 1948 more with melancholy 
ouestionings than confident 
hope, as if they were resigned 
already to the fact that the 
newborn year would sandbag 
them with grief from its very 
cradle. 

Well, there is little prospect 
that any government or social 
order, here or elsewhere, will 
invent a bump-free path from 
womb to tomb. But it is odd 
that in America, now in the 
flower of its plenty, there should 
be such a widespread philoso- 
phy of half-despondency and 
fear. I doubt if since time be- 
gan there has ever before been 
so many people so well off and 
so gloomy about it, so vocally 
despairing of the future. 


Half the faces you meet now- 
adays in this land of spreading 
wealth are twice as long as 
they are wide, and faith in our- 
selves seems to be on the ebb. 
We are like a giant living in 
dread that some unknown mid- 
get will sneak in by night and 
rob the sources of our strength. 

Perhaps this #s tne real ex- 
planation of the invisible dread 
that hangs upon people’s spirits 

“=fhey have the worry-wor- 
ries because they don’t know 
the real enemy.
